A call for reactivation of the 
Indian - Canadian - Polish truce 
commission, 

A call for an international 
political conference on Laos 

Rusk said the State Depart- 
ment was still waiting word on 
British-Soviet negotiations in 
Moscow where these arrange- 
ments are being worked out.

A major revision of Kirk-

In sepaarte reports, a _ citi- 
zens’ finance committee and an 
auditing firm called the city’s 
present system archaic and in- 
adequate for checking on ex- 
penditures. 

The citizens’ committee, head- | 
ed by Clark P. Fisk, emphasized 
that it found no indications of 
irregularities in city spending in 
recent years, but asserted that 
current procedures made it im- | 
possible to determine the accu- | 
racy and reliability of many fig- | 
ures. | 

The group, which has been | 
studying the city’s finances and | 
preparing a new budget since 
October, urged that the city hire | 
a full-time accountant, ‘“‘whose 
initial duties will be the installa- | 
tion of a complete, detailed and | 
unified accounting system in- | 
corporating the checks and bal- | 
ances or cross-checks dictated | 
by normal"and accepted account- | 
ing practices.” 


The auditing firm of Peat, | 
Marwick, Mitchell and Co., in a | 
report on an audit of the city’s | 
revenues and expenditures for 
recent years, recommended that 
financial responsibiilties be sep- 
arated so that no single person | 
or department controls all 
phases of a financial transac- 
tion without inter-related func- 
tioning by some other person or 
department.

THE KENNEDY-MACMILLAN conversations have been ex- 
tremely friendly, which is another way of saying that they have 
avoided, or at least minimized, the main issue. 

The main issue between Washington and London is not Laos. 
or The Congo, or Communist China’s claim to be in the United 
Nations, or even the forthcoming crisis on Berlin—important as 
all these things are—but whether the Western nations can achieve 
enough unity and power to match the imposed unity and power 


of the forces that oppose them. 


Since the last war, the main 
fact in the world has been that 
the Western powers have been 
breaking up several vast em- 
pires while the Communists have 
been building an empire. The 
West, in the name of justice and 
self-determination—not to men- 
tion necessity—has been creat- 
ing a vast catalogue of weak 
independent sovereign states, 
while the Communists, from the 
Sea of Japan to the heart of 
Europe, have been moving in 
the opposite direction. 


In the last generation, for ex- 
ample, the French have given 
freedom and independence to 
more than 40,000,000 people, and 
the British have done the same 
for more than 600,000,000, while 
China and eastern Europe have 
allied themselves to the Soviet 
Union, and the Communists are 
now extending their influence 


\after reflecting on the tragedy 


of the West after World War I, 


“much of the time of the Ver- 


'sailles conference was wasted 


into Southeast Asia, the Middle | 


East, Africa, and even the Carib- 
bean and Latin America. 


THE QUESTION before the 
Prime Minister of Britain ar- 
rived here this week was 
whether the new young Ameri- 
can Administration would really 
deal with the consequences of 
these hard facts, or whether 
Kennedy and Macmillan would 
have an agreeable discussion of | 
such specific issues as Laos and 
The Congo and Berlin. 


The answer seems to be that, 
faced with a radical problem, 
they have had a traditional dis- 
cussion of specific questions, all 
of them based on the proposi- 
tion that they can go on roughly 
as before, with perhaps a little 


in a grotesque effort not to of- 
fend.”’ 


Much of the same pleasant 
good - fellow relationship has 
marked the Kennedy-Macmillan 
conference — Or at least so it 
seems on the basis of the infor- 
mation available so far. Nobody 
has talked about the pacifist 
demonstrations against the Unit- 
ed States nuclear submarine base 
in Holy Loch in Scotland, or the 


ending of British conscription, | 


or the 5,500,000 unemployed 
Americans and foreign export 
competition, or the rising pres- 
sure for protectionism in the 
United States. 

These things, however, remain, 
even if they are not discussed in 
detail by the leaders of the two 
countries. They have had a use-

Now that the Eichmann trial is 
approaching, I wish to raise a voice 
of dissent amidst the chorus of 
books, articles and news stories ex- 
tolling Israel’s allegedly praisewor- 
thy intentions. 

That statue of Justice outside 
courtrooms of the Western world— 
if Mr. Ben-Gurion and Mr. Hauser 
will notice—is bindfolded, symbol- 
izing the equality of all men before 
an impartial law. For a victor in 
warfare to try the vanquished ene- 
my, who has no hope of appeal and 
whose guilt has already been de- 
cided, is to make a mockery of law 
and a pathetic farce of justice. 

Eichmann is to be tried in a na- 
tion peopled by his former enemies; 
his German witnesses are denied 
safe-conduct to Israel; there is no 
impartiality, no hope of acquittal. 
In short, neither law nor order. The 
death of Eichmann will not be an 
execution, but a lynching. 

My concern here is not with the 
validity of the charges against the 
kidnaped German or those made 
against his Nazi superiors at that 
other great mockery of law, Nurem- 
berg. That is another issue. But 
I do say that if Israel carries 
through these pseudo-legal proceed- 
ings, it forfeits the respect of all 
civilized nations, for they abide by 
the dignity of Justice rather than 
the hysteria of vengeance.

candidate, Republican leaders both local and- 


national are in danger of drawing the wrong 
conclusions from last Tuesday’s election. 
Because a revived Republican party in the 
city is essential to the community’s political 
welfare, we hope its leaders will analyze 
their St. Louis situation more deeply. * 


National Committeeman Frank Corley, like 
National Chairman Thruston Morton, seems 
to think the Republican loss was almost as 
good as a victory because their candidate got 
37 per cent of the vote for mayor compared 
with only 24 per cent four years ago. The 
hard fact remains, however, that less than 
60,000 persons voted for Mr. Lindenbusch— 
far from enough to win a city election. 


It is more realistic to compare the result 
with 1953 than with 1957, when Mayor Tucker 
was at the peak of his popularity. What the 
Republicans ought to keep in mind is that 
in 1953 their mayoralty candidate polled 
82,182 votes, about 36 per cent of the total. 
Fight years later their candidate polled 22,000 
fewer votes, though approximately the same 
percentage. In 1953 their candidate at least 
carried two wards; eight years later he car- 
ried none. This is progress? 


It is important that the Republican leaders 
avoid deceiving themselves, because if they 
try to prove to each other that they won last 
Tuesday, instead of losing, they may con- 
clude that party revival calls for continuation 
of the local policies they have been following 
and repetition of the kind of campaign they 
put on this year. Nothing, we think, could 
be more mistaken. | 

The campaign was based on an effort to 
tear down Mayor Tucker and everything he 
stands for. But the results of three elections 
plainly shows that St. Louis wants its city 
government to be run by a man like Mayor 
Tucker, and wants it to stand for what he 
stands for—namely, moderate progressivism, 
fiscal prudence, reconstruction of. the central 
city, steady progress toward racial equality, 
nonpolitical administration, enlightened poli- 
cies and skillful execution of them. 

If the Republicans really want a revival 
at the local level in St. Louis, their best course 
is to adopt the Tucker philosophy instead of 
fighting it. As his narrow escape from pri- 
mary defeat a month ago showed, Mr. Tucker 
is no favorite of the ward leaders in his own 
party. He has to fight for everything he gets 
from Aldermen who reflect better than he 
does the narrow views of party committee- 
men and labor bosses. And yet usually the 
Republicans are found at the side of the 
Democratic wheelhorses, instead of support- 
ing the Mayor’s basically nonpartisan ap- 
proach. 

. * o 

The Republican road to revival, it seems 
to us, would lead through supporting strong 
zoning laws and the City Plan Commission, 
instead of going along with the Democratic 
wheelhorses for spot zoning and nibbling at 
the city plan. It would call for backing a 
public accommodations bill instead of oppos- 
ing it. It would demand strong support for 
urban renewal, instead of trying to gain 
political profit from its dislocations. It would 
require strongly supporting such reform 
movements as the Citizens Association for 
Publie Schools, instead of joining the Demo- 
cratic ward organizations on the other side. 


Progressive, enlightened, and above all 
nonpolitical policies in municipal affairs 
would do more than anything else to set 
Republican candidates and aldermen apart 
from the Democratic ward machines. Why 
don’t they take this road, instead of me-tooing 
the worst attitudes of the Democratic party 
hacks? Instead of offering one lone alder- 
man in this mold—Alderman Elbert of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward—why doesn’t the party 
as a whole move in the Tucker direction? 


Perhaps the place to start would be on the 
vote for a public accommodations bill. The 
Republican candidate for mayor talked a lef 
about this measure, even going so far as 
flatly misrepresenting Mayor Tucker’s posi- 
tion on it. Why should not all four Repub- 
lican aldermen support it next time? 


Point of Protection 


The latest missile thrown at the Kennedy 
minimum wage bill is an amendment pro- 
posed by Senator Monroney of Oklahoma, 
which brought immediate and rightful oppo- 
sition from Secretary of Labor Goldberg. 

Under the Administration plan, a $1.25 
wage floor would be extended under em- 
ployes of retail firms doing $1,000,000 in 
gross annual sales if 25 per cent of those 
sales involved interstate shipment.. But Sen- 
ator Monroney would eliminate retail firms 
from coverage unless they had stores in two 
or more states. This, he says, would restore 
the “historic concept” of interstate commerce. 

If that concept is historic, it is dead his- 
tory. The test of interstate commerce is sim- 
ply whether the commerce in goods and serv- 
ices is interstate; the location of the com- 
pany generating such commerce is not the 
main test. As Secretary Goldberg says, the 
Monroney amendment would prevent mini- 
mum wage coverage of some of the nation’s 
largest retail outlets and of a million workers 
as well. The Administration should not com- 
promise on this point of protection. 


News of Foreign Aid 


A “surprisingly successful meeting” is the 
way one writer has described the recent Lon- 
don conference of the 10 nations in the for- 
eign aid organization called the “Development 
Assistance Group.” These countries — the 
United States, Britain, France, West Germany, 
Italy, The Netherlands, Belgium, Portugal, 
Japan and Canada—have committed them- 
selves to helping the economic advancement 
of underdeveloped nations on a continuing 
long-term basis. 

This report coincides with word from 
Washington that Congress is not in the mood 
(has it ever been?) to grant President Ken- 
nedy’s full foreign aid request. Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader Mansfield says Congress may 
reduce the span and cut the funds the Presi- 


dent is seeking for his proposed new consoli- 


dated foreign aid program. 

Mr. Kennedy asked for authority to borrow 
$7,300,000,000 from the Treasury for the next 
five years for development loan projects. He 
has asked for four billions in economic and 
military assistance funds for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, which may be cut back, Mr. 
Mansfield says, by as much as 12 per cent. 
The loan authority may be reduced and the 


period cut gown from five to three years, he 
believes. 

It would be disappointing if the United 
States should reduce its own proposed pro- 
gram after persuading its allies to participate 
in the effort to improve the world economy. 
It is to be hoped particularly that Congress 
goes along with Mr. Kennedy’s plan to put 
economic aid on a long-term basis to facilitate 
planning in the recipient countries. Perhaps 
now is the time for advocates of foreign aid 
to intensify missionary work in Congress. 


Eventually, Why Not Now? 

Unless French-Algerian peace talks are 
under way on May 31 when President Ken- 
nedy leaves for Paris, it is a fair surmise that 
he will take up the North African situation 
with President De Gaulle. Before Mr. Ken- 
nedy took office, it was American policy to 
avoid contacts with the Algerian rebels out 
of deference to France. But that has been 
changed. 

As might have been anticipated in view 
of his frank speech about Algeria while still 
in the Senate, the President has countenanced 
direct contacts with the Algerian provisional 
government. Thus Ambassador Walmsley had 
a two-hour talk with rebel leaders in Tunis 
early this week. Other contacts also have 
been reported. 


Their chief purpose has been to indicate 
the Administration’s urgent hope for early 
peace negotiations. Yet the talks scheduled 
to begin this week at Evian, in France, ap- 
parently have been stalled indefinitely. ‘Thus 
the latest peace overture apparently did not 
get even as far as last summer's effort at 
Melun. A major obstacle was created when 
Louis Joxe, French Minister for Algeria, an- 
nounced that the De Gaulle government would 
negotiate with a rival nationalist group as 
well as with the rebel F.L.N. government. 
This is unacceptable to the rebels who regard 
the other group as a “tool of colonialism.” 


Refusal to release Mohammed Ben Bella 
and other rebel leaders now held by France 
also is a stumbling block. And President De 
Gaulle’s statement on Thursday that he would 
make no further concession seems to have 
revived even more fundamental issues. 
Apparently Gen. De Gaulle again is. under 
strong pressures to negotiate only on French 
terms. Yet new violence indicates that while 
the Algerians are ready to talk, they will not 
sue for peace. 

The French position is unfortunate since 
it inevitably will intensify the bitterness of 
more than six years of fighting. And as one 
Western diplomat said, “there is no question 
that the F.L.N. is the only valid Algerian 
political force. If France settles with the 
F.L.N. now, we will have a neutralist Algeria 
facing southern Europe. If France waits, it is 
likely that we will have to deal with a pro- 
Communist F.L.N.” 

So while President Kennedy has other 
knotty matters to take up with the French 
president, the Algerian impasse—and all its 
implications—may be his most serious con- 
cern. He must hope that in the month prior 
to his visit, French statesmanship will get 
genuine negotiations under way. Eventually, 
why not now? 


The Usual Russian Reaction 


One thing is easily predictable about Rus- 
sian diplomacy. If there is a disagreement 
which can be deepened, the Russians 
can be counted on to appear with wedge 
and mallet. Thus when the Afro-Asian U.N, 
bloc split on demanding international sanc- 
tions against South Africa because of its 
racist policy, the Russians immediately got 
into the act. They came to the support of the 
Africans who issued a call for the break. 


The Russians probably are counting on 
their usual propaganda bonus—being counted 
as the stanch opponents of colonialism, espe- 
cially since the United States and other West- 
ern governments take a dim view of rash 
action. Yet the refusal of the Asians to go 
along ought to cause second thoughts in the 
Kremlin. 

India and Pakistan have a special reason 
for being prudent. They dare not precipitate 
reprisals against their nationals in South 
Africa, people who already are treated only 
a little better than the Negroes. Beyond that, 
the Asians are more experienced and more 
mature than the new African states which 
are enjoying heady draughts of independence 
even though their own households are not 
yet in the best of order. And their maturity 
will incline them to recognize how self-serv- 
ing the Russian attitude really is. 


Battle of the Bridges 


The long-standing quarrel over bridge 
heights on the Upper Mississippi River, which 
the House Public Works Committee is trying 
to resolve, deserves settlement on a sounder 
basis than that of jockeying between govern- 
mental agencies, which is largely the footing 
on which it has proceeded so far. What has 
brought the issue to a head is the vast federal 
program of highway building, which the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads wants, quite properly, 
to carry out as economically as possible— 
hence its pressure for lowered bridge heights. 
Supporting the bureau are state highway de- 
partments, truckers and railroads. 


Under these pressures, the Corps of Army 
Engineers, the champion of navigation, low- 
ered proposed bridge clearances on the Upper 
Mississippi from the prevailing 63 feet to 55 
and now 45. Taking up the cudgel for main- 
tenance of present clearances, the Mississippi 
Valley Association is contending that com- 
mercial navigation would be adversely af- 
fected and the usefulness of the waterway for 
the transport of missiles, war vessels from 
Midwestern yards and other defense purposes 
would be impaired if new construction estab- 
lished a materially lower governing height. 
Supporting this position are chambers of 
commerce and port groups. 

Thus far there has been a plethora of claims 
and opinions but a deficiency of the sort of 
facts which could clarify for Congress, and 
the public, the level which would combine 


maximum economy of bridge construction 


with maximum usefulness of the waterway. 
We hope the Public Works Committee will be 
able to assemble these objective facts and 
make them the basis of legislation. If it can- 
not or does not do so, the task should be 
undertaken by some such knowledgeable 
and objective agency as a presidential eom- 
mission, The stakes are too great for the out- 
come to be determined by lobbying pressures 
or interdepartmental tug-of-war.

Painting and welded sculpture 
are combined, with diverse re- 
sults, in Kent Addison's one-man | 
show at the Norton Gallery, 325 | 
Euclid avenue. It runs through 
this month.

the door of a welding shop: ‘“We 
tackle anything.” 
things are tackled in Addison's 
welding shop; most of them 


work now, and others give indi-| 


cations of future promise. 


Addison creates figures with 


thin sheet metal, cut into trian- 


gular and rectangular pieces. | 


When these are assembled, the 
welded seams become division 
points in a cubist sort of struc- 


ture that amounts to an analyt- | 


ical treatment of planes and 
contours. The flat areas are oc- 
casionally interrupted with lat- 
tice-work passages of short 
lengths of welding rod. 

“Crowing Cock” is a large, 
exuberant piece built up in this 
way, and then ae es mn han 
reds and purples. Its 
and leg markings are pose 
both in metal and paint, and it 
has strong definition from any 
viewing angle. 

“Girl With Blue Bow,” with 
textural variations of flat metal, 
built-up metal and bronze-rod 
hair, has meaning only from a 
frontal view.

ATLANTIC CITY, April 7 — 
An indication that the Catho.ic 
position of federal aid to schools 
may be drastically changed to 
include a request for outright 
grants similar to those advo 
cated for public schools was 
made. here yesterday by a 
Roman Catholic spokesman 
There was also implication that 
hope for passage of an educa- 
tion bill this year had been 
ebandoned. 

The spokesman, Msgr. Fred- 
erick G. Hochwalt, director of 
the department of education of 
the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, said he would make 
the recommendation to a com- 
mittee of constitutional lawyers | 
to be assembled by the confer- 
ence. The conference is an ad- 
visory group where official | 
Catholic opinion is crystallized | 
and policy formulated. If the | 
conference accepts the Hochwalt 
plan, it will be presented to a 
Senate subcommittee on April 17 

Monsignor Hochwalt, who is 
executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Catholic Education Associ- 
ation, disclosed the new approach 
at a press conference at the as- 
sociation's annual convention 
here, | 

At present, Catholics are ask- | 
ing for federal] aid in the form | 
of low-interest loans, which they 
contend could be offered without 
violating the Constitution. They 
have heretofore avoided asking 
for direct grants on the assump- 
tion that such grants would be 
unconstitutional. 

Explains Change. 

The change of position, Msgr. | 
Hochwalt said, was a result of a 
recent brief on the subject pre- 
pared for the Administration by 
the Department of Health, Edvu- | 
cation and Welfare. This analy- 
sis of the situation, he contended, 
showed that grants ‘and 
loans to private and parochial 
schools would be unconstitu- 
tional. 

He suggested that as both are 
considered unconstitutional then 
Catholics may as well press the 
fight on both fronts with the 
hope of eventually getting the 
same treatment as the public 
schools. He said he favored 
loans and grants. | 

When reminded that such an 
effort might block the Adminis. | 
tration bill or any form of aid to | 
education at this time he an- 
swered, ‘‘It probably would. But | 
it doesn’t bother me in the 
least.”’ 

The grant plan suggested by 
Msgr. Hochwalt would follow in 
general the lines of the Adminis- 
tration bill for the public 
schools, 
about $15 a pupil, but it would 
ask for control of teacher train- 
ing, control of building (retain- 
ing title) and control of school 
administration and curriculum.

Such assistance ‘“‘would mean 
a major break-through against 
the policy of separation of church 
and state,” he said. 

“It would seem to me to be 
a tragedy if we should nullify 
or destroy that policy,” Dr. 
Hoffmann continued, 

Dr. Hoffmann said he believes 
any church, large or small, 
should thave the right to set up 
its own schools. 

“If church denominations have 
a place on the American scene, 
so do denominational schools,”’ 
he said. But he insisted that 
they should be self-supportnig 
because ‘‘the church cannot have 
its cake and eat it, too.”

—The Department of Justice to- 
day accused Chrysler Corp. of 
illegally attempting to force its 
dealers to stop selling compet- 
ing compact automobiles made 
by Studebaker-Packaru Corp. 

Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy said a civil anti-trust 
suit has been filed in United 
States District Court in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. The suit charged 
that Chrysler refused to sell its 
cars to dealers unless they 
agreed to stop handling Stude- 
baker-Packard’s Lark. 

Kennedy said Chrysler’s ac- 
tion, aimed at replacing the 
Lark with Chrysler’s Valiant in 
dealer showrooms, was depriv- 
ing Studebaker-Packard of many 
of its retail outlets. 

Named with the parent cor- 
poration was Chrysler Motors 
Corp., a subsidiary which dis- 
tributes and sells cars for the 
parent firm. 

Sherman Act Violation. 

The complaint charged that 
Chrysler unlawfully has required 
retail. dealers to give up fran- 
chises for other cars, particular- 
ly Studebaker-Packard, in viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act, Kennedy said. 

In Detroit, a Chrysler spokes- 
man said that ‘‘while we have 
not seen the complaint, we are 
generally familiar with the sub- 
ject matter and in our opinion 
there is no cause for action.” 

He said that ‘‘we have made 
our records available to the De- 
partment of Justice and co- 
operated with them in every 
way. It is not our policy to ap- 
ply illegal pressure against our 
dealers and we have not done so. 

Chrysler with 1,147,001 units 
sold in 1960, is about 10 times 
the size of Studebaker-Packard, 
smallest United States car 
maker, which sold 105,958 ve- 
hicles last year. . 

@f about 2258 Studebaker- 
Packard dealers,.nearly a third 
also sell cars of other makes, 
including Chrysler products. 

A number of Chrysler dealers 
sold the Lark before Chrysler 
went into the compact car field. 

Told to Stop Selling Larks. 

Kennedy said that after the 
Valiant became available in late 
1959, Chrysler representatives 
“on numerous: occasions” told 
dealers that they could not sell 
the Valiant unless they stopped 
selling the Larks. 

The complaint said that ‘“‘a 
substantial number”’ of dealers | 
entered into illegal agreements | 
or understandings to stop selling 
Larks. 

Chrysler is charged specifical- 
ly with violation of Section 1 of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act and 
Section 3 of the Clayton Act. 

The complaint said the al- | 
leged agreements “have the ef- 
fect of lessening competition’”’ 
and ‘“‘causing substantial injury | 
to the Studebaker-Packard cor- | 
poration by depriving that com- | 
pany of a substantial number of | 
dealer outlets.” | 

The complaint asked the court |

JAPANESE EASE 
CURBS ON TRADE' 
WITH RED NATIONS 

TOKYO, April 7 ‘(UPI)—The 
government eased restrictions on 


trade with Red China and other | 


Communist nations today. It was 
decided to end, effective Mon- 
day, a compulsory barter sys- 
tem in trade between Japan and 
most Red-bloc nations. North 
Korea is the only nation to which 
it still applied. 

The compulsory barter system 
—under which imports from a 
particular country must be 
matched by experts paid for in 
hard currency—had applied to 
Red China since 1952, It had 
made little difference the last 
three years because all but a 
trickle of trade was cut off by 
Peiping. 

The new program eliminates 
other restrictions. Business men 
will be able to carry on private 
direct trade with the Commu- 
nist- countries, but the export of 
strategic materials now under 
free world embargo would be 
prohibited, it was indicated. 

Few Japanese predicted any 
immediate sharp increase in 
trade with China, but most 
agreed that the government ac- 
tion probably would help pave 
the way for restoration of full- 
scale trade relations.

NEW QUIBREAKS 
BY TERRORISTS IN 
FRANCE, ALGERIA 


PARIS, April 7 (AP)—French | 
police made a nation-wide sweep 
against suspected Algerian and 
French terrorists today as kill- 
ings and bombings increased | 
after the collapse of hopes for | 
immediate negotiations to end | 
the Algerian rebellion. | 

Paris police hunted an Algerian | 
execution squad that carried the | 
war between rival rebel factions | 
into a suburban hospital yester- | 
day, killing two persons and) 
wounding 12. | 

In Algiers the United States | 
consulate was bombed after it. 
closed for the day and an at-| 
tempt was made to burn the 
American culture center. Both 
attacks were attributed to French 
rightists in retaliation for United 
State moves to get peace talks 
started between the French and 
the Algerian rebels. | 

Police rounded up known 
French extremists in Paris and 
the French provinces for ques- 
tioning. The police said no prom- 
inent persons were picked up, 
and it was not disclosed whether 
any of those questioned were de- 
tained. 

Refuses to Meet. 

Negotiations between the 
French and rebels were to have 
started today in Evian-les-Bains. 
The chief rebel group, the Na- 
tional Liberation Front (F.L.N.), 
refused to meet after the French 
announced they would hold si- 
multaneous negotiations with a 
rival rebel group, the National 
Liberation Movement (M.N.A.). 
The French rejected the F.L.N. 
demand that it be designated 
chief spokesman for the Algeri- 
ans nationalists. 

There appeared to be little 
chance either side would make 
a serious move before Tuesday 
to get talks started. French 
President De Gaulle has sched- 
uled a press conference for that 
day, and the rebels hope he will 
say something to clear the way. 

The hospital raid yesterday in 
suburban Montermei! was one of 
the most violent episodes in the 
war between the F.L.N. and 
M.N.A., conducted from speeding 
taxicabs and dark doorways for 
six and one-half years in Paris. 

Policeman Killed. 

Six men in a cab drove up to 
the hopsital where Algerians 
wounded in a recent F.N.L.- 
M.N.A, clash were in a surgical 
ward. Three of the raiders 
charged up to the third floor, 
disarmed a French policeman 
guarding the Algerians’ room 
and killed him with his own ma- 
chine gun. 

Bursting into the room, they 
shot Mohand Talba, believed to 
have been a member of the 
M.N.A. He died in an hour. A 
second Algerian hid under his 
bed and escaped harm. 

The killers then ran from room 
to room, shooting wildly. One 
of those wounded was a 7-year- 
old French girl, Martine Petit. 
Also wounded were her father, 
sitting beside her bed, and her 
mother, who flung herself across 
the child. 

The three assassins then 
rushed to their waiting cab, 
knocking out a ward attendant 
as they ran and beating a nurse 
with gun butts, In the yard, two 
policemen who tried to stop 
them were shot in the feet. 

Several Algerians were arrest- 
ed later for questioning. 

Series of Bombings. 

The attacks on the American 
offices in Algiers were the latest 
in a series of bombings attrib- 
uted to French colonists who op- 
pose De Gaulle’s policy of self- 
determination for Algeria and 
any attempt at a reconciliation 
with the rebels. The extremists 
apparently were angered that 
the United States Ambassador 
to Tunisia, Walter N. Walmsley 
Jr., held private talks Monday 
in Tunis with two F.L.N, min- 
isters. 

A plastic bomb of the type 
used by the extremists was 
placed at the main door of the 
American consulate. The ex- 
plosion blew down a stone and 
brick wall, tore the door from 
its hinges and brought down 
the ceiling of the main corridor, 

The only casualty was a 
French policeman who slipped 
and broke his shoulder when 
chasing two men who fled from 
the building. 

The attack on the United 
States cultural center, a regular 
target for extremist anti-Amer- 
ican demonstrations, was unsuc- 
cessful. 

Elsewhere in Algeria, six 
bombs exploded yesterday. Four 
were set off in the seaport city 
on Bone in five minutes, one ex- 
ploded in a village near Algiers, 
and the sixth injured five Al- 
gerians in a workers’ quarter of 
Algiers, An Algerian policeman 
was wounded by a grenade in 
a suburb of Algiers.

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Borrowing 
Isn't Cheap 
Yet 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI) — 
A reader has taken us to task 
for reporting that home loan 
money is loosening up. 

He says maybe it’s loosening 
up in theory, but you find a 
different story when you go out 
to see about a loan for a house 
you want to buy. Our critic, a 
young executive with a growing 
family, made the rounds of the 
lenders in Washington. 

“You still get the frosty-faced, 
indifferent attitude,” he lament- 
ed in a complaint which probab- 
ly draws ‘“‘amens” from millions 
of other breadwinners who would 
like to borrow to buy a house. 

“They want new property, a 
high down payment and 6 per 
cent,” the young executive re- 
ported. 


A check with a local lender — 
mot the one our critic had seen 
— produced similar evidence. 
Had the lender trimmed his 
rates lately? 


“We're giving 534 per cent on 
a few, but not many,” he an- 
— “It’s got to be top 

rawer stuff — new property, a 
good down payment. Sure ob is 
has loosened up, but not so 
much as you hear about.’”’ The 
lender added that he has some 
idle funds now, whereas a year 
ago he had none. 


Another complaint often heard 
is that lenders are still charging 
*‘points’”’ (discounts) on G.I. and 
FHA loans. 


What all of this seems to sug- 
gest is that while mortgage 
money may be easier to get and 
cheaper than it was last year, 
prospective home buyers still 
don’t think it is cheap or that 
terms are liberal. 

The Kennedy Administration is 
well aware of this and believes 
it is one major obstacle to a 
large expansion of home build- 
ing. Consequently, it has 
launched a campaign to beat 
down mortgage interest rates. 

Joseph P. McMurray, chief 
spear carrier for the President in 
the campaign, is already claim- 
ing a measure of success. Fol- 
lowing a visit to California, 
where interest rates are higher 
than elsewhere, McMurray told 
a Washington audience that the 
savings and loan industry was 
responding to the President’s 
appeal for cheaper home loans. 

McMurray, new chairman of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank, 
cited rate reductions in Miami, 
Washington, San Diego, Calif., 
and elsewhere as proof that the 
Administration drive is produc- 
ing results. 

But many lenders are refus- 
ing to go along, evidently for two 
reasons: 

They doubt interest rates are 
going to stay down, if they go 
down. They would rather lend 
later at a higher rate than now 
at a lower rate. 

They feel they, and their com- 
petitors, cannot reduce their 
dividend rates—the interest they 
pay depositors. “‘The only time 
dividends: come down is in a 
war or a real depression,’ one 
nationally-known lender com- 
mented. 

One clue to watch for is what 
happens to the economy in the 
next two or three months. Some 
economists say the recession 1s 
touching bottom; that the slide is 
over. If so, what next? 

A snappy upturn with rising 
demand for labor, materials and 
products would dim the chances 
of any sizable reduction in home 
loan costs. But few if any of 
the experts are predicting a 
quick, brisk rebound. | 

More likely, the economists 
say, there will be some “‘drag- 
ging along the bottom” and a 
gradual recovery. Such condi- 
tions would. be more favorable 
to cheaper borrowing.

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Big Shuffle 
By People 
Still Ahead 


Dramatic geographical re. 
distribution of America’s metro- 
politan population will be con- 
tinued for at least the next 20 to 
30 years if present trends con- 
tinue. This is the opinion of Dr. 
Jerome P. Pickard, research di- 
rector of the Urban Land Insti- 
tute, presented in the current is- 
sue of Urban Land. The Insti- 
tute, publisher of Urban Land, 
is a research organization 
specializing in urban planning 
and development. 

These conclusions are based 
on the great differential in 1950- 
60 metropolitan area growth 
within the metropolitan region 
and outlying areas, with 37 ma- 
jor metropolitan areas defined 
by the author. The outlying 
areas grew 46 per cent, from 
21,700,000 population to 31,700,- 
000, compared to the 19 per cent 
increase—48,400,000 to 57,500,000 
—af the areas in the metropol- 
itan region. 

The analysis points out that 29 
outlying areas grew faster than 
the national average growth of 
27 per cent while 33 areas in the 
metropolitan region increased at 
a slower rate. All ten of the 
fastest growing metropolitan 
areas; according to the 1960 cen- 
sus, were in the Floridian, 
Southwest or California metro- 
politan regions. Seven of the 10 
areas of slowest growth were in 
the Atlantic metropolitan re- 
gion. 

A national population of 211,- 
000,000 by April 1, 1970, is pre- 
dicted, with major metropolitan 
areas having 114,000,000—70 per 
cent—of this total. Metropolitan 
population, in outlying areas will 
grow at a 40 per cent rate for 
a 1970 total of 47,000,000. The 
metropolitan region areas, in- 
creasing at 14 per cent, would 
contain 67,000,000. 

Dr. Pickard states this growth 
rate, 21,500,000 persons over the 
decade for a 23 per cent in- 
crease, “is a more accurate 
measure of anticipated metro- 
politan expansion than the na- 
tional average projection of a 
17 per cent increase in popula- 
tion.”’ 

The analysis is an interim step 
between ULI Research Mono- 
graph 2, titled ‘‘Metropolitaniza- 
tion of the United States” pub- 
lished in 1959 and a similar 
monograph in course of prepara- 
tion based on the 1960 census.

The New Films 


Another Amusing English Comedy 


WHEN I WAS A BOY, it used to be the popular American 
‘belief that the English had no sense of humor. If ever a 
canard were disproved, this one has been by the wave of 
‘comedies sent over here in the past 15 years from the scep- 

ter’d isle. They range from diabolic satire 
“4 to light comedy to zany farce to clinical 
humor, and sometimes have featured such 
comic masters as Alec Guinness, Peter Sell- 
ers, Ian Carmichael and Terry Thomas. 
Of course they’ve had some failures, but 
remarkably few, considering. The average 
is uncommonly high—there is usually a 
clever idea behind each comedy, adroitly executed—and they 
have become the object of a cult among a certain class of 
movie-goers. 


There are two new ones this week at St. Louis art houses 
which certainly don’t let the high average down. “UPSTAIRS 
AND DOWNSTAIRS,” at the PAGEANT THEATER, centers 
lightly on the subject of domestic help. A young couple (Mi- 
chael Craig and Anne Heywood) get married, and don’t par- 
ticularly want a housemaid-cook. But her father (James Rob- 
ertson Justice), head of the architectural firm for which her 
husband works, has lost a hostess in gaining a son-in-law, and 
he insists that they entertain the firm’s customers, and they 
do it in style, with a domestic. If you know Mr. Justice's 
overriding, suavely ferocious personality, you know who wins. 


The couple have a series of funny misadventures with 
various types of domestic help. The first, an Italian girl, 
turns out to be a great entertainer of American sailors in 
their absence, so much so their house sort of becomes a shore 
base for the fleet. The next is a jewel, a typically good Eng- 
lish cook, except she keeps an enormous sheep-dog and she 
Drinks, making a wreck of an important dinner party. A 
quiet respectable couple’in their sixties turn out to be any- 
thing but respectable. A Welsh girl gets so mixed up as the 
master is trying to get her out of Wales and to London, they 
give that up. 


Finally, they get an ideal Swedish girl. As she is played 
by that French charmer, Mylene Demongeot, and the wife 
changes the girl’s rather dowdy mode of attire into attrac- 
tive makeup and dresses, Mylene is soon getting quite a play 
from a lot of misunderstood husbands in the couple’s circle, 
as well as the more sincere attentions of a rich young Amer- 
ican musician. But she herself has a secret yen for the 
master. So Mylene finally goes, in the one serious note of 
the picture. The couple have to call on the police force for 
the final solution of the problem. 

It is an amusing picture with good dialogue, expert char- 
acter acting and tasteful color photography. 


And Yet Another 


“MAKE MINE MINK,” at the SHADY OAK, employs a 
quite successful English comedy formula of assembling a 
bunch of addled characters and sending them through some 
broad, bumbling and screwball farcical antics. 

This succeeds delightfully and amusingly. 

Terry-Thomas was never better with his 

bristling glare and stormy manner than as 

a retired major, living with his memories 

of six years of wartime Army service as 

head of a Mobile Bath Unit. Now he is a 

frustrated, unrecognized’ man, who has to 

break down the door to get into the bath- 

room at the big apartment where he is a “‘paying guest.” 
The place is owned by a kindly old Dame (that’s a title, 
Eloise), played by Athene Seyler. Among the other “paying 
guests” are a timid, awkward spinster (Elspeth Duxbury) 
and a woman (Hattie Jacques) who is built like a dread- 
naught, acts like one, and teaches deportment to debutantes. 


To keep up the old lady’s charitable contributions, the 
quartet form a fur theft ring. If this sounds extremely un- 
likely, it looks that way on the screen, too. However, the 
heck with plausibility and motivation, The results are funny. 
The ingeniously tnought out operations of the major, planned 
strictly on military lines, are carried through with terrific 
ineptness by the shaking quartet of amateurs. But even if 
they always are on the brink of disaster, Crime, like John 
Bull, always muddles through. The contrast is an ironic one. 
The pretty apartment maid (Billy Whitelaw) is a former con- 
‘ vict (for theft) who has gone straight and is engaged to a 

policeman. She is scandalized by the quartet’s behavior and 
is always trying to get them to go straight. 

This isn’t logical—but it is certainly entertaining, right 
down to the whimsical ending.

VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 

BASE, Calif., April 7 (UPI). 

THIS ONCE UNWANTED piece 
of real estate on the shores of 
the Pacific has been transformed 
in the last two decades from 
65,000 acres of shifting sands and 
scrub oak into one of this coun- 
try’s most important space age 
bases 


The transformation has been 
gradual, The area first came to 
the attention of the military 
shortly before World War II 
when an armored training base 
—Camp Cooke—was established 
there. It was closed in 1946, 
reactivated briefly during the 
Korean War, and then abandoned 
again in 1953. 

In December 1956, two Air 
Force officers arrived at old 
Camp Cooke. It was one of 200 
sites being investigated as a pos- 
sible place to establish the Air 
Force’s first missile base. 

The abandoned camp was not 
an impressive site. Trees had 
grown over the roads, sand blew 
over the tops of fences and the 
relentless wind and sun had 
drained the color from. the few 
remaining buildings. | 

But the Air Force decided the 
old camp was perfect for what 
it site for training 
missilemen along with maintain- 
ing an operational missile force.

walls to open up rooms. Other 
times they appear in new houses 
where the builder decides it is 
better to expose corner beams 
than to conceal them and lose 
a foot of space in a room.

On drizzly Dec, 16, 1958, the 
first successful missile was 
launched from- Vandenberg. It 
was a Thor and it roared 2500 
miles out into the Pacific. Since 
then, some 50 other missiles have 
been fired from Vandenberg— 
Thor intermediate range mis- 
siles, Atlas ICBMs, Discoverer 
and Midas satellite shots. 

The satellite launches (the 
first was Discoverer I on Feb. 
28, 1959) made Vandenberg, 
along with Cape Canaveral and 
Wallops Island, Va., synonymous 
with space research. 

Particularly so on a sunny 
August afternoon last year when 
Discoverer XIII sent back the 
first man-made object from orbit. 
Three more recoveries followed 
quickly, planes catching them in 
flight off Hawaii. 

Scientists hailed the recoveries 
as proving that plans for the 
Mercury man in space program 
would work.

1, One notrump. Although it 
is more common to raise part- 
ner directly whenever you have 
four trumps, and it could there- 
fore be contended that two dia- 
monds is the proper rebid, there 
are good reasons why a rebid of 
one notrump is preferred. 

First of all, the hand is well 
suited for notrump play, and 
the balanced distribution can be 
better represented by bidding no- 
trump. A raise to two diamonds 
would imply distributional val- 
ues, such as a singleton in a 
side suit, and this is simply not 
the case. 


Also, judging from the silence 
of the opponents, there is a rea- 
sonable chance that partner has 
a good hand and.is headed to- 
ward a game contract. If this 
turns out to be the case, a nine- 
trick notrump game is much 
more likely to be made than an 
11-trick diamond game. Further- 
more, if the final contract is in 
notrump, it is better for our 
hand to be declarer on account 
of the tenace positions. 

2. Three notrump. All the pres-

sure is taken off partner by, 
jumping to three notrump. We 
should not be willing to settle 
for less than game once partner 
responds with a diamond. A 
jump to two notrump or three 
clubs would run the risk of a 
pass, since either bid would 
merely urge, but not command, 
partner to bid again. 

3. Two hearts. The jump-shift 
forces partner to bid again. We 
can weil afford to insist On an- 
other response, even opposite a 
minimum holding of six points. 
There is likely to be game, or _ 
even a slam, in clubs, diamonds, 
hearts or notrump. All these 
possibilities are signaled by the 


jump-shift. 

4. One spage. The best way to 
give the all distributional 
picture is to rebid one spade. 
The intention is then to support 
diamonds and thus identify a 
three-suited hand. Of course, we 
have a strong preference for 
clubs as trump as compared to 
spades, but a spade fit must 
first be sought to cover the pos- 
sibility that partner is short in 
clubs. 

5. Four notrump. The number 
of aces that partner has is the 
key to how many tricks can be 
made with diamonds as trump, 
and the Blackwood convention is 
therefore invoked. If pr-ner 
shows no aces by bidding five 
clubs, we bid five diamonds; if 
he shows.one ace, we bid six 
diamonds; if he shows two aces, 
we bid seven diamonds.

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Half Century of Service by Visiting Nurses 


They Provide Home Care for the Ill Regardless of Ability to Pay, Make Their Lives a Little Brighter

LIFE HASN’T BEEN very 
kind to Tina Chekoudjian. First 
there were weary months in a 
displaced persons camp in Eu- 
rope. Then only a short period 
of happiness after she and her 
husband; Vartan, were able to 
come with their children to 
America and then the heart- 
breaking discovery that Tina ha 
multiple sclerosis. . 

“But it is not all bad,’’ the 
34-year-old mother of four said. 
“The Visiting Nurse Association 
has been helping me. I am now 
able to get in and out of bed and 
into my wheelchair and do a lot 
of my housework and cooking. I 
have my days but 
there is a lot I have to be thank- 
ful for. My two youngest boys 
were born here. They could even 
grow up to be President.” — 

The visiting nurse who calls 
regularly on Tina has taught 
her children how to use the 
hydro-lift sent by the Multiple 
Sclerosis Society so the mother 
can be moved from bed to 
wheelchair. The nurse treats the 
bedsores Tina developed in the 
months before the hydro-lift 
made it possible for her to move 
about. And the nurse has coun- 
seled Tina on family nutrition 
problems and generally helped 
her face a life that will probably 
always have difficulties but 
which has become more bearable 
with professional nursing care. 

Tina Chekoudjian is just one 
of thousands of St. Louisans who 
each year receive home bedside 
nursing care from the Visiting 
Nurse Association of, Greater 
St. Louis. Organized in 1911, the 
association is now celebrating 
its fiftieth anniversary. The only 
home bedside nursing agency 
in the city and county, it is non- 
sectarian and non-political and 
no distinction is ever made in 


‘service to patients regardless of 


their race, color, creed, age, sex 
or ability to pay. 

All patients who can afford a 
fee are charged $5 for the first 
60 minutes and 75 cents for each 
additional 15 minutes. Service is 
free to those who cannot pay. 

Anyone in the city or county 
who needs nursing care may call 
the Visiting Nurse Association 
and a nurse wil] respond to each 
call. However, service can be 
continued only under direction of 
a physician. 

Last year 29 hard-working 
nurses of the field staff of the 
V.N.A. made 47,362 visits to 
3979 patients. Cases included 
persons:in all age ranges from 
prematurely-born infants to the 
aged and infirm. There were 
arthritis and cancer cases, car-

diac and diabetes patients, peo- 
ple with communicable diseases, 
victims of strokes and others 
with all the ills that flesh is heir 
to. 

Of the 3979 patients in urgent 
need of home bedside care, more 
than 57 per cent were medically 
indigent, too poor to pay for 
the V.N.A. services. 

‘We do the best we can 
with the funds we have,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Marcella M. Co- 
hen, who has beén executive 
director of V.N.A. since 1953. 
We are supported largely 
through the United Fund. But 
we are terribly understaffed. 
We just do not have enough 
nurses for a city of our size. 
According to the American 
Public Health Association sur- 
vey made four years ago we 
should even then have had a 
minimum of 36 nurses on our 
field staff. Based on our in- 
crease in population in the 
area we serve, that number 
should now be 40 at the very 
least.”’ 

Each nurse makes an average 
of seven visits a day. The visits 
may entail care for Cases rang- 
ing from rheumatic fever to cir- 

culatory vascular arteriosclerosis 
and from multiple sclerosis to 
diabetes. 

The visiting nurse comes into 
a case in various ways. Some- 
times it is through a direct call 
from the patient, sometimes a 
call from the patient’s doctor and 
sometimes on referral from hos- 
pitals or agencies, 

For instance, 8-year-old Mc- 
Allen Richards was hospitalized 
with a ruptured kidney when an 
automobile struck him in front

doctors discovered that the 
boy also has rheumatic fever. 
Since discharge from the hos- 
pital McAllen has been receiv- 
ing regular checkups from a 
visiting nurse at the doctor’s re- 
quest. Unable to go to school, 
this well-mannered youngster, 
polite almost to the point of 
courtliness, looks forward to the 
nurse’s visits and follows her 
directions cheerfully. Cared for 
by: an uncle while his mother, 
Mrs. Vanilla Richards, works as 
a cook, McAllen takes long 
morning and afternoon naps 
which are quite a pill for a boy 
who would rather be playing 
baseball. But the naps are taken 
without pressure. 

“The nurse says rest will 
make me well,”’ McAllen says 
as he grins with obvious affec- 
tion at Mrs. Nina Bradshaw, who 
has been with V.N.A. for 30 
years. 

While McAlien came under the 
care of V.N.A. on the doctor’s re- 
ferral, 58-year-old Joseph Early 
sought the services of V.N.A. on 
his own. Three years ago Early, 
who did heavy work in a ware- 
house, suffered a stroke. As time 
went on and there seemed no 
hope that nature would repair 
the paralysis that affected his 
left arm and left leg, Early be- 
came more and more despond- 
ent. He could not work. His total- 
disability payments under social 
security are barely enough to 
keep his wife and four children 
still at home from actual want. 

One day in desperation Early 
called the Visiting Nurses and 
asked for help. Now in the year 
since nurse Ann Turbyfill has 
been giving him physical therapy 
there has been a heartening im- 
provement in his, ability to use 
his paralyzed limbs. She has 
taught him to walk, albeit awk- 
wardly, up and down stairs. She 
has instructed Mrs. Early in the 
necessity for and procedure in 
Early’s daily exercises. She has 
helped the family understand the 
principles of good nutrition. 
Early’s outlook on life is bright- 
er. He believes his wasted mus- 
cles will respond in time and 
that someday he will be able to 
go back to work. 

“It’s an awful thing when a 
big strong guy like me can’t do 
anything,” Early says as he sits 
and exercises the’ fingers of his 
paralyzed left hand. ‘But I got 
hope. A year ago I couldn’t go 
up and down stairs but the nurse 
got me on my feet. I'll go back 
to work yet.” 

While nurse Turbyfill may be 
tending to the needs of a strap 
ping six-footer like Early, anoth- 
er nurse in another part of the 
city may be helping a mother, 
like Mrs. William’ Longinotti, 
with the care of a new baby. 

Mrs. Longinotti, blind since

childhood, has asked the V.N.A. 
for help twice—once when her 
son Bill was born 15 months ago 
and now with 6-yeek-old Mary 
Kay. 

Mrs. Longinotti is a remark- 
able woman. With no sight at 
all she has learned, with the 
help of visiting nurse Jeanette 
Schaff, to care for her children. 

“The nurse just places her 
hands on mine and guides my 
hands through the procedures in 
bathing, diapering and dressing 
my babies,"” Mrs. Longinotti 
said, smiling. ‘‘With my baby 
boy I was afraid of dropping 
him but I soon gained confidence 
from the nurse and now I'm not 
s0 nervous with my Iitle girl. 
I'll be sorry when the nurse 
doesn't have to come to help me 
any more. It’s so reassuring to 
have the nurse look at the babies 
and tell me they're all right. I 
see them with my hands but that 
doesn’t really take the place of 
seeing with your eyes.”

Thousands of persons 
year who might otherwise have 
to be hospitalized either at their 
own expense or at the expense of 
the community are able to be at 
home because of the professional 
care offered by the V.N.A. 

“We never turn down a call,” 
says Mrs. Cohen, ‘‘and our calls 
come from the mansions of Ladue 
as well as from the shacks along 
the waterfront. The people who 
live in the shacks get the same 
meticulous professional nursing 
care that is given to the more 
fortunate who live in the man- 
sions.

A QUESTION about “‘life in the 
universe” has come from a sev- 
enth grade pupil: 

“If there is life in the unl- 
verse (outside of the earth) 
would you mind saying whether 
you think it is intelligent?” 

There is a widespread belief 
among scientists that Mars has 
life of some sort. Most of them 
suggest that life on that planet 
is limited to low forms of plants, 
such as moss and algae. 

There are astronomers who be- 
lieve that Mars is too cold even 
for plant life. A few go to the 
other extreme, and suggest that 
the so-called ‘‘canal] lines” really 
indicate canals, or plants at the 
sides of canals. 

If canals exist on Mars, they 
suggest the presence of people 
with excellent brains. We must 
remember, however, that there 
is a big question on this point, 
with astronomers taking various 
positions. 

As to intelligent life outside 
our solar system, many persons
